The Great Expounder of Agnosticism 
Talks On the Questions of the Day 
To 
a 
Church 
Audience— W hat 
He 
Understands 
by 
<(True Re­ 
ligion." 


Chicago, April 13.—Robert G. Inger- 
aoll preached here Sunday from a pulpit 
and to a church audience. During the 
course of his long talk, he said: 
“For many ages m an in all directions 
has relied upon and sincerely believed 
in the existence of the supernatural. 
He did not believe in the uniform ity of 
nature. He had no conception of cause 
and effect, of the indestructibility of 
force. 
For m any centuries his only 
conception of m ortality was the idea of 
obedience, not to facts as they exist in 
nature, but to the supposed command 
of some being superior to nature. 
Dur­ 
ing all these years religion consisted in 
the praise and worship of the invisible 
and infinite, of some vast and incompre­ 
hensible power—th at is to say, of the 
supernatural. 
We now know t%at in 
m echanics the natural is supreme. We 
know th at m an can by no possibility 
create a force; th at by no possibility 
can be destroy a force. 
No mechanic 
dream s of depending upon or asking for 
any supernatural aid. 
He knows that 
he w orks in accordance w ith certain 
facts th a t no power can change. 
“So we in the United States believe 
th a t the authority to govern, the au­ 
thority 
to 
m ake and 
execute laws, 
comes from the consent of the gov­ 
erned, and not from any supernatural 
source. We do not believe th at the king 
occupied his throne because of the will 
of the supernatural. N either do we be­ 
lieve th at others are subjects or serfs 
or slaves by reason of any supernatural 
will. 
“So our ideas of 
m ortality 
have 
changed, and millions now believe that 
w hatever produces happiness and well­ 
being is in the highest sense moral. 
U nreasoning obedience is not the foun­ 
dation or the essence of morality. That 
is the result of m ental slavery. To act 
in accordance w ith obligation perceived 
is to be free and noble. To simply obey 
is to practice w hat m ight be called a 
slave virtue, but real m orality is the 
flower and fruit of liberty and wisdom. 
“There are 
very many who 
have 
reached the conclusion th at the super­ 
natural has nothing to do with real re­ 
ligion. Religion does not consist in be­ 
lieving w ithout evidence 
or against 
evidence. 
It does not consist in wor­ 
shiping the unknown or in trying to 
do som ething for the infinite. 
Cere­ 
monies, prayers and, inspired books, 
m iracles, special providence and divine 
interference all belong to the super­ 
natural and form no part of real re­ 
ligion. 
“Every science rests on the natural, 
on dem onstrated facts. So m orality and 
religion m ust find their foundations ih 
the necessary nature of things.” 
Speaking of the vast 
am ount 
of 
money devoted to church work in the 
world, Col. Ingersoll said: “For many 
centuries the wealth of the world was 
used to propitiate the unseen powers. 
In our own country the property dedi­ 
cated to this purpose is wrortn at $1,- 
000,000,000. 
The interest on this sum 
is $50,000,000 a year, and the cost of 
em ploying persons whose business it 
is to seek the aid of the supernatural 
and to m aintain the property is certain­ 
ly as much more. 
So th at the cost in 
our country is about $2,000,000 a week, 
and, counting ten hours as a working 
day, this am ounts to about $500 a m in­ 
ute. 
For this vast am ount of money 
the returns are rem arkably small. The 
good accomplished does not appear to 
be great. 
“Nowr it seems to me that it would 
be far better for the people of a town 
having a population of 4,000 or 5,000 
to have one church, and the edifice 
should be of use not only on Sunday 
but on every day of the week. 
In this 
building should be the library of the 
town. 
It should be the club house of 
the people, wrhere they could find the 
principal newspapers and periodicals of 
the world. 
Its auditorium should be 
like a theater. 
Plays should be pre­ 
sented by home talent, an orchestra 
formed, music cultivated. 
The people 
should meet there at any tim e they de­ 
sire. 
The women could carry their 
knitting and sewing, and 
connected 
with it should be rooms for the playing 
of games, billiards, cards, and chess. 
Everything should be made as agree­ 
able as possible. 
Now' it seems to me 
th at such a congregation in a few years 
would become the most intelligent peo­ 
ple in the United States. 
“The tru th is that p e o p l e are tired of 
the old theories. 
They have lost con­ 
fidence in the m iraculous, iii the super­ 
natural, and they have ceased to take 
interest in ‘facts’ that they do not quite 
believe. 
There is no darkness but ig­ 
norance. 
There is no light but intelli­ 
gence.” 
He criticised bitterly our present sys­ 
tem of adm inistering punishm ent to 
lawbreakers, saying: 
“Men should not be sent to the peni­ 
tentiary as a punishm ent, because we 
m ust rem em ber th at men do as they 
must. 
The question is w hether refor­ 
m ation is possible, whether a change 
can be produced in the person by pro- 
The crim inal is dangerous, and society 
has the right to protect itself. 
The 
crim inal should be confined, and, if 
possible, should be remora:'' !. 
A peni­ 


tentiary should De a school; the con­ 
victs should be educated. 
So prisoners 
should work, and they should be paid a 
reasonable sum for th eir labor.” 
In an eloquent plea for the homes of 
nation the speaker said: 
“The home is the unit of the nation. 
The more homes the broader the foun­ 
dation of the nation and the more se­ 
cure. 
Everything th at 
is 
possible 
should be done to keep this from be­ 
ing a nation of tenants. The men who 
cultivate the earth should own it. Some­ 
thing has already been done in our 
country in th at direction, and probably 
in every state there is a homestead 
exemption. 
This exemption has done 
no harm to the creditor class. 
“I wish to go a step farther. I want, 
if possible, to get the people out of the 
tenements^ out of the gutters of de­ 
gradation, to homes where there can 
be privacy, where these people can 
feel th at they are in partnership with 
nature; th at they have an interest in 
good government. W ith the means we 
now have of transportation there is no 
necessity for poor people being hud­ 
dled in festering masses in the vile, 
filthy and loathsome parts of cities^ 
where poverty breeds rags 
and 
the 
rags breed diseases. 
I would exempt 
a homestead of a reasonable value— 
say of the value of $2,000 or $3,000— 
not only from sale under execution, 
but from sale for taxes of every descrip­ 
tion.” 
On the question of m arriage and di­ 
vorce he said: 
“It is of the utm ost im portance to the 
hum an race th a t women, th a t mothers, 
should be free. 
W ithout doubt the 
contract of m arriage is the most im 
portant and the most sacred th at hu­ 
man beings can make. 
M arriage is 
the most im portant of all institutions 
Of course the ceremony of m arriage is 
not the real m arriage. 
It is only evi­ 
dence of the m utual flames that burn 
within. 
There can be no real marriage 
w ithout m utual love. 
So I believe in 
the ceremony of 
m arriage; 
that 
it 
should be public; that records should be 
kept. 
Besides the m arriage ceremony 
says to all the world th at those who 
m arry are in love with each other. 
“Then arises the question of divorce 
Millions of people im agine 
that 
the 
m arried are joined together by some 
supernatural 
power, and 
th at they 
should rem ain together, or at least m ar­ 
ried, during life. 
If all who had been 
m arried were joined together by the

Cripple Creek, Colo., April 13.—The 
Cripple Creek district was visited Sun­ 
day by the severest and most destruc­ 
tive blizzard ever known. An immense 
am ount of damage has been done, and 
in all probability some lives have been 
lost in the hills, rum ors to th a t effect 
being in circulation, and general fear 
is entertained for the prospectors. 
A 
score or more of buildings in this city 
were blown down and tents, signs and 
loose lum ber were scattered over town. 
All of the telephone wires out of the 
camp are down, and no trains arrived 
or departed all day. 
At 1:30 the Cripple JCreek commission 
three-story building in Carr avenue, 
near the Midland depot, fell with a 
crash and it caught on fire from an 
overturned stove and was completely 
destroyed. 
The building is isolated, 
which prevented a general conflagra­ 
tion.

Rev. V i c t o r 
E. Scuth worth's 
“ pulpit editor­ 
ial,” which was read a t All Souls 
church yesterday was entitled, “ W ant­ 
ed, Men—A Voice From the Grave,” 
and was suggested by a sentence tak ­ 
en from John Day’s oration. 
He said 
in part: 
"The greatest need of the day is men.” 
The world at no time has ever had too 
many men—real men. Here and there, 
once or twice in a century, a real man 
appears. 
Meanwhile, we wait, look 
back in wonder a t the greatness of 
the past, worship them as heroes and 
Gods, invent fabulous stories to ac­ 
count for them. We forget th at “ what 
man has done, man can dc.” Moses, 
Isaiah, Jesus, Socrates, Savonarola, 
Sna- eapeare, Luthers, Parker, none of 
these, nor 
all 
together, have ex­ 
hausted the resources of our divinely 
endowed human nature. 
We forget 
w hat it is th at goes into the make up 
of a real man. 
The great men of the 
past have been exceptional. 
An acci­ 
dental combination of unforseen cir­ 
cumstances, a lucky bringing together 
of fortunate conditions have caused 
these giants to appear like gods amid 
the crowd of pigmies. 
The common 
run of men are small and sour and 
worm eaten like the apples and ber­ 
ries which never knew the care of an 
expert 
horticulturist, 
and 
for the 
same reason. 
Here and there by acci­ 
dent a fine specimen of the “ genus 
homo” has appeared. 
We wonder at 
it as a freak of nature, or as a miracle, 
and fall back into our wonted ways. 
Continuing, Mr. Southworth said 
th a t man had trained nature, had 
sweetened the quashed fruit by cul­ 
ture; stunted, thick-limbed quadru­ 
peds had been converted into two- 
minute trotters and pacers,and coarie, 
clumsy cattle had been caused to yield 
buckets full of rich milk. 
He told
